Owing to his presence at the capi- 
tol, where he sat latein the matter 
of the McNaughton pardon arguments, 
Governor John M. Slaton. was unable 
to preside at the enthusiastic gather- 
ing in Taft hall. 

Asks Election Law Changes. 

Seaborn Wright, of Rome, Ga, 
closed the evening session with an 
impassioned appeal for a correction of 
the election laws. 

In introducing Mr. Orem as the 
principal speaker of the evening, Wil- 
liam D. Upshaw declared that he had 
given the principal orator carte 
blanche in the matter of subject and 
text. Mr. Orem lived up to hisrights. 

In part he said: 

“Greater problems 
present generation

(;reat National Problems. 

“Great national problems are 
conclusively settled until they 
settled by the people. This takes 
tation, education and time In edu- 
cating and preparing the people for 
the highest state of society it would 
seem that democracy is the best form 
of government. It distributes re- 
sponsibility and tends to train all 
citizens along lines of economic and 
social reforms. If the people of a 
democracy suffer the high cost of liv- 
ing resulting from the sale of watered 
stocks, the legalized liquor traffic and 
other abuses, they have their own 
remedy——the sacred right of the bal- 
lot. If in this country conditions are 
intolerable the voters have them- 
selves to blame. 

“How are we to reach the voter and 
makehim realize his’ responsibility? 
The most effective way to reach the 
majority of the voters is by an appeal 
to their selfish and personal interests. 

“The wage question interests the 
working man. Laws and 
which tend to improve business inter- 
est the business man.

PENSIONS SOURHT |“Atlanta Has Much to Gain 


By Panama Canal Opening” 


FOR NEEDY WIDOWS 


Associated Charities Will Also 


Ask Council to Buy School ; 
Books for Poor Children of | 


the City. 


At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors of the Associated Charities at the 
Ansley hotel Friday night, the com- 
mittee on public relief, of which J. M. 
B. Hoxsey is chairman, was instructed 
to ask council to make an apnpropria- 
tion to pension needy and deserving 
widows. 

The committee also instructed 
to ask for an appropriation of about 
$500 for the of supplying 
school books to needy school children, 
and also an appropriation to provide 
for an assistant warden. 

The co-operation of City Warden 
Evans will be asked in these requests 
to counclil. 

At the directors’ meeting it was 
brought out that while the work and 
financial responsibility of the Asso- 
Clated Charities has greatly increased 
in the last several years, city council 
has made but small increase in the ap- 
propriations for the aid of the charities 
in its work. 


Mothers Should Keep Children. 

The directors were unanimous in 
their belief that the city could assist 
the Associated Charities in no more 
valuable way than in making a pro- 
vision for the support of needy widows 
who have small children dependent 
uponthem. The directors believe that it 
is a great mistake totakeasmall child 
away from a good mother and put it 
in an institution when this can be 
avoided, 

The realization of the good influence 
of the mother in comparison to that of 
an asylum has been recognized by 
other cities throughout the country, it 
was pointed out, and they have made 
provisions for their future citizenship 
by just such an appropriation as the 
council of Atlanta will be asked to 
make. 

The board appointed a standing com- 
mittee on hospital social service, with 
a view to investigating the advantages 
of this service, bringing the people of 
Atlanta to an appreciation of its value 
and eventually establishing it in con- 
nection with the Associated Charities. 

In speaking on the need of such a 
service and to illustrate the work of it, 
Mr. Logan, superintendent of the Asso- 
ciated Charities, said that there were 
frequently cases where sick children 
were taken to hospitals, where it was 
learned that they were ill from lack 
of the right sort of food, and that 
after they had been cured and sent 
home they would again be fed in the 
same manneér and become sick. 

$4,000 Additional Needed. 

Ivan E. Allen, chairman of the 
finance committee, reported that in ad- 
dition to the $3,000 emergency fund, 
which the Rotary club has agreed to 
raise, and in addition to all funds in 
sight, the Associated Charities would 
need at least $4,000 more with which 
to complete its year’s work. The dl- 
rectors discussed the situation at 
length, and various plans were sug- 
gested for obtaining the necessary 
funds, but no definite plan was adopt- 
ed. The matter now stands in the 
hands of the finance committee and 
the board of directors. 

The directors, however, were of the 
opinior that the coming fall will be 
one of the most prosperous seasons 
that Atlanta has seen in many years, 
and, for that reason, are hopeful of 
being able to get hold of the money. 

The report of Superintendent Logan 
showed that on August 1, 1912, the 
Associated Charities had open 734 
cases. During the year 95 new cases 
were opened, 19 old cases were re- 
opened, and 44 cases were closed. This 
leaves the tInstitution at present with 
848 cases, of which 752 are resident 
cases under active treatment. 

Jack Lewis, of the Joseph Dixon 
Crucible company, was elected a mem- 
ber of the board of the directors, to 
fill a vacancy. 

A vote of thanks was extended to 
the Rotary club for its courageous 
action in volunteering to raise $3,000 
to put the Associated Charities on its 
feet.

The twWo distin- 
guished visitors are touring the six- 
teen states of the south, in the in- 
terests of the commercial congress 
which, in Dr. Owens’ words, “will 
show to the world the relation of the 
states of the United States to the 
Panama canal, to Latin-America and 
to world commerce.” 


Many Delegates to Attend. 


The fifth annual convention of the 
commercial congress will be attended 
by more delegates this year than on 
any previous gathering in the years 
of its existence. “Prominent speak- 
ers from all over the nation will be 
in attendance and the multiplicity of 
addresses on varying subjects embrace 
the entire round of commercial activ- 
ity in the south.

BEER-SELLING MEANS 
LOSING CITY LICENSE 


Macon Judge Warns Saloonists 
They Can't Sell Real Article. 
Beer Being Tested. 


Macon, Ga., September 19.—(Spe- 
cial).—Macon saloonkeepers are in a 
panic and this afternoon were unde- 
cided just which way to turn. This 
state of affairs is the result of the rul- 
ing by Judge Matthews, in the superior 
court this morning, that if they sell 
beer they are liable to forfeiture of 
license and the issuance of a perman- 
ent injunction against them. 

This rv,ifng, if sustained by the su- 
preme court, probably means that every 
saloon in Georgia will be closed up. 

The ruling was made following the 
dismissa], of a charge of contempt of 
court against Ed Cassidy, who sold 
beer after he had been enjoinee by the 
court for selling intoxicating liquor 
onpetition of the Macon Law En- 
forcement League. 

Judge Matthews dismissed the charge 
of contempt, stating that it was clear 
that Cassidy had acted under a mis- 
apprehension and had been advised by 
his attorneys that he had a right to sell 
“near beer.” 

However Judge Matthews put all 
saloonkeepers on notice that they are 
liable to prosecution if they sell beer 
and he told him that they could not 
expect mercy from him.

With the closing of the argumént for 
and against Dr. W. J. McNaughton late 
last night after a hearing which had 
lasted throughout the day, the fate of 
the condemned man was left in the 
hands of the governor. As the chief 
executive announced his intention of 
reading over again all the record in 
the case before making public his de- 
cision, it will probably not be until next 
week before the man will ‘know 
whether or not he is to hang. 
Judging by the questions which the 
governor put to the attorneys for Me- 
Naughton, it would appear that he

The governor declared, how- 
ever, that these questions were asked 
Simply to elicit the truth, not to pre- 
judice the case or to ‘indicate an 
opinion one way or the other. 
Suggested an Autopsy. 

There were several facts brought 
out in the day's hearing that had not 
been previously generally known. 
One of these was that Dr. Green Bell, 
an uncle of Mrs. Flanders, who had 
attended the deceased at one time, 
suggested to Jordan Flaners, his 
brother, the suspicious circumstances 
connected with the death and the de- 
Sirability of having the body examined 
for an autopsy. 

The defense laid great stress on 
the fact that the deceased had been ill 
prior to the calling in of Dr. Me- 
Naughton and furnished affidavits to 
show that he had taken medicine in 
Thomasville and at other places and 
also that he had suffered with acute 
nausea, =" 

Those who furnished evidence re- 
garding Mr. Flanders’ illness in 
Thomasville were Theodore Titus, a 
lawyer, who addressed a personal let- 
ter to the governor, and Peyton 
Thomas, a negro porter in the drug 
store where the deceased purchased 
medicine and also CC. 8S. Hancock, who 
furnished an affidavit closely describ- 
ing Mr. Flanders, but decalring that he 
did not know the man who purchased 
medicine in the store at the time tne 
dicated.

fect that Flanders could not have been 
in Thomasville at the time claimed.

DYNAMITES HIS HOME 


Mack Hurst Kills Daughter and 
Self and Injures Two Other 
Daughters and Wife. 


Bloomington, “nd., September 19.— 
Mack Hurst, 50 years old, a stone ma- 
son, early today blew up his home here 
with dynamite, killing himself and his 
l7-year-cld daughter, Maude, serious- 
ly injuring two other daughters—Fan- 
nie, 13 and Elizabeth, 6—and stunning 
his wife. 

Hurst has been separated from his 
wife for six weeks and yesterday she 
refused to take him back. It is be- 
lieved that he then, in a fit of insanity, 
determined to kill his entire family 
consisting of his wife and eight chil- 
dren. 

The dead girl met the fate intend- 
ed for her mother and the fact that 
they had changed beds for the night 
cost the daughter her life. Hurst, aft- 
er stealthily planting a stick of dyna- 
mite under each of the three beds in 
the house, tied two sticks to his cwn 
body and crawled into the bed which 
he had formerly occupied with his 
wife, but which last night contained 
the three daughters, Maude, Fannie 
and Elizabeth. 

Fannie heard her father getting into 
the bed and spoke to him. “Lie still” 
Hurst replied. “We will all die to- 
gether.”’

This is reversal in the 
present day. 

Attacks Watered Stocks. 

“Another reason for the high cost 
of living is the sale of watered stocks. 
It is a well known prtnciple of book- 
keeping that where there is a debit 
there is a credit. A Wall street bank- 
ing house cannot make $69,000,099 by 
guaranteeing the sale of securities of 
the steel trust without someone losing 
the same amount. Who loses it? The 
people! The people have to pay an 
amount sufficient to yield interest and 
dividends on such watered securities, 
thus making the cost of products a 
great deal more than they should be. 

“Whenever a government grants a 
money-making privilege to one set of 
men, not granted to others, it sets up 
a bone of contention and at once cre- 
ates an inducement for the privileged 
class to use some of its money for 
the perpetuation of the privilege. 
This encourages the corrupt use of 
money. 

“Personally, I question the wisdom 
of granting to private individuals or 
corporations, to use and control for 
their own personal needs, anything 
which in its natural state is neces- 
sary to man’s existence and is made 
valuable by virtue of its existence in 
society. 

“T submit the system which breeds 
idlers, whether ‘idle rich’ or ‘idle poor,’ 
is pernicious and a menace to Society. 

Premium on Industry. 

| “Governoment should place a pre- 
'mium on industry, not idleness. The 
wealth of the country is constantly 
i drifting into the hands of the few and 
the ‘hopeless poor’ and the ‘hopeful 
poor’ are ever increasing in number. 
I do not believe ths country can sur- 
vive another century if existing con- 
ditions are allowed to continue un- 
checked.”

The World’s Mysteries 


DID ROGER BACON DIG HIS GRAVE? 


So many extraordinary ‘stories are told 
of Roger Bacon, the English monk, that it 
is hard to believe any of them, although it 
must be admitted that he was an exceptional 
man. The unfortunate part about many of 
the stories is that they have been taken 
from the “Famous Historie of Fryer Bacon” 
and have been accepted as true, and while 
this book no doubt chronicles many of his 
achievements, the author has stretched his 
imagination in order to make his subject 
seem just as odd as possible. 

Towards the end of this book the writer 
informs us that Roger Bacon broke his 
magic glass, burned his books of the “black 
art” and devoted himself to theological 
Studies, and lived in a cell which he had 
excavated in a church wall. “Thus lived 
he,” he says, “two yeeres space in that cell, 
never coming forth; his meat and drink he 
received in at a window, and at that window 
he did discourse with those who came to 
him. His grave he digged with his own 
nayles, and was laid there when he died. 
He lived the most part of his life a magi- 
cian, and died a true penitent sinner, and 
an anchorite.”’ 

It is hard to accept the statement was 
true of his living two years in‘a cell never 
coming forth, and that he dug his grave 
with his own “navyles.” Roger Bacon was 
too wise a philosopher and too noble of 
character to have done the latter, as well 
as many other things which have been at- 
tributed to him. P 

The world has never had such a dreamer 
as Roger Bacon, and when we consider that 
he lived during the middle half of the thir- 


teenth century, and that even then in his 
cell-study he dreamed of submarine boats, 
of flying machines, automobiles, tele- 
scopes and microscopes, safety lamps, tele- 


phones and phonographs, it is easy to imag- 
ine what a master mind he possessed and 
how far he was in advance of his times. 

This was at a time when there was uni- 
versal ignorance, and when superstition be- 
strode the world like a hideous nightmare. 
Naturally his ideas caused the people to look 
upon him as a sorcerer. It was this same 
marvelous intelligence and foresight that 
brought to him all his trouble and kept him 
confined, to jail a prisoner for at least a 
quarter of his life. 


is uncertain, but it is supposed that he was 
born about the year 1216, and that the place 
of his nativity was Somersetshire. Although 
at birth his parents were rich, financial dif- 
ficulties overtook them, and early in life 
Roger was compelled to feel the pangs of 
dire poverty. This did not prevent him from 
taking a course at Oxford and later at the 
University of Paris. It was the deep thought 
that he gave to his studies, and the deduc- 
tions that he was able to make therefrom, 
that made him the great thinker he was. 
While many of his advanced thgughts 
were of no especial use to him. owing mainly 
to the religious zeal that dominated him, his

inventive ideas have left their impress. The 
balance of the evidence is in favor of his 
having invented gunpowder and he was fa- 
ther of the calendar as afterwards accepted. 
It was Bacon who inaugurated the method 
known as “Induction,” to which nearly all 
of the achievements of the present-day sei- 
ence are due. He was a ploneer in sani- 
tation and in chemistry, and it is even said. 
with much appearance of justice. that he 
investigated the power of steam. 

“Sad is it to think,” exclaims one of our 
foremost educators, “of what this great man 


might have given to the world had ecclesi- 
asticism allowed the gift. He held the kevs 
of treasures which would have freed man- 


kind from ages of errors and misery.” 
Such was Roger Bacon and such his con- 


tributions to the world. Because he was 
away ahead of his time he was misunder- 
stood and persecuted. His writings were 


condemned and he’was cast into prison 
On his death-bed he uttered the melancholy 
complaint, “I repent now that I have given 
myself so much trouble for the love of set- 
ence.” Then, as if taking back the seeming 
affront to his daring ambition, the old man 
cried out: 
of those with whom I have had to deal that 
Il have not been able to accomplish more.” 

It is not possible that with all this wis- 


ging 


dom to his credit that Roger Bacon could 
have possessed the many eccentricities that 
have been attributed to him, especially the dig- 
of his grave with his own nails, and 
especially in view of the fact that he was 
buried at Oxford, the institution where he 
was educated, but which had discarded him 
because he was so far in advance of his 
times in his thinking.

MAWVAGER “MUGGSY” WGRAW. 
Manager John’ J. McGraw, of the 
New York National league team, 
was born at Truxton, N. Y.,:on April 
7, 1873. His first professional en- 
gagement was with the Olean club, 
in 1890, when but 17 years of age. 
In 1891 he joined the Cedar Rapids 
club, of the Western association. 
Before the season Was over Man- 
ager Barnie secured him for the 
then tail-end Baltimore club. Me- 
Graw played second base for a time 
in Baltimore, but his remarkable 
talents were not appreciated until 
Hanlon took charge of the team in 
the summer of 1892. Hanlon’s keen 
eye at once saw the possibilities of 
the little infielder and he _ placed 
him on third base, where he played 
until he went to New York and be- 
came a bench manager. He re- 
mained with Baltimore until 1899. 
In 1990 Manager McGraw, along 
With Catcher Robinson, was sold to 
the St. Louis National league club 
and played that season in the Mound 
City. In 1901 he and Robinson or- 
ganized a new Baltimore club and 
placed in the expanded American 
league. That season he had many 
Clashes with President Ban John- 
son. Matters did not mend in the sea- 
son of 1902, and in the middle there- 
of McGraw sold out the Baltimore 
club to the New York National 
league club, which transferred Mc- 
Graw and severai of the players to 
New York, after selling Seymour 
and Kelley Cincinnati. Under 
McGraw’s management the New 
York team has always been a po- 
tent factor in the National league 
race. It won the championship in 
1904-'05, the world’s championship 
in 1905, lost the pennant Only by a 
technicality in 1908, finished third 
in 1909, a good second in 1910, 
won the pennant last year and 
seems a certainty again this year. 
Of Manager McGraw it may be 
justlv said that he 1s the greatest 
and most valuable asset of the New 
York club.

as the governor may recommend for 
consideration.” 

“No words could be more general and 
all-embracing,’ said Mr. Marshall. 
“Every possible subject upon which a 
legislative body, or either of its com- 
ponent parts may act is covered, ‘and 
any possible action on any conceiv- 
able subject is prohibited unless the 
constitutional exception is complied 
with. These words did not merely re- 
late to legislation. They necessarily 
also include the power to impeach be- 
cause certainly that was a ‘subject.’” 

Mr. Marshall's argument will be an- 
swered according to present plans by 
Judge Parker, for the managers. In 
event the court again rules against 
the governor, according to plans out- 
lined tonight, D. Cady Herrick will 
move to strike out the first, second and 
sixth articles of impeachment on the 
zround that they pertain to acts com- 
mitted by the governor before he took 
the oath of office, and are not within 
the jurisdiction of the court.
